THE PARRY ROOM. 


A short account of the Parry Room during the first year of 
its existence may be of interest to past and present members of the 
College. 

The room was used for the first time on Thursday, September 22nd, 
1921, and has been steadily in use throughout the year. It was 
“opened” by Sir Hugh Allen on October 26th, as recorded in the 
Macazinr. for the Christmas Term, 1921. We think it may be said to 
be fulfilling the intentions of its founders, though at present only on a 
small scale, and that it has already established its value as a quiet 
room for reading and study, thereby filling a gap in the College life. 

Situated as it is at the top of the building, it is frequented chiefly 
by those to whom the quiet that it affords is worth the mounting of 
many stairs! A lift would be a great boon, but on the other hand it 
is plain that those who come up to the room care a good deal for what 
it gives. 

By degrees more use is being made of the opportunity afforded to 
consult books that are in the College Library, for more independent 
work ; and the books on the shelves in the Parry Room, which are for 
everyone's use in the room itself, are much read. The JZsreal Times, 
Musical Record, Muste and Letters, Musical Quarterly (American), 
London Mercury, and other Magazines, are regularly taken in and are 
much appreciated. 

The Books Committee has met three times, and has decided on 
new books to be bought, besides recommending the purchase of a 
second Globe Wernicke Bookcase. It has been decided that shelves 
shall be fixed against the wall under the South window, on which will 
be placed a number of reference books of general interest taken from 
the College Library. It is hoped that these shelves will be ready for 
use in the course of the Autumn Term. ‘This arrangement will be a 
great help in the development of the Parry Room, by making the 
valuable reference books of the College Library more accessible to 


readers,

A very delightful gift to the room is a cream-coloured double 
curtain for the big South window, given by Miss Susan Lushington and 
Lady Olga Montagu, which has greatly added to its comfort and 








coolness. Mrs. Ponsonby has given two charming photographs of 
pictures from Highnam Court; one of Sir Hubert when a small child, 
and one of his great grandfather in the cabin of his ship at the siege of 
Manilla. 

Other gifts are two shaded reading lamps, which have been found 
very useful. 

Mr. Goldie has been an admirable custodian, and his keen interest 
in the working of the room has largely helped towards its successt 
A telephone now communicates with the lending library downstairs ; 
this has made things a good deal easier both for him and for the 
students, but even so he has had a good deal of up-and-downstairs work, 
which he appears never to mind ! and he has been loyally seconded by 
H. Poulter, his assistant in the library downstairs. 

The room is now open 25 hours a week. Mr. Goldie is 
responsible for 20 of these, and Mr. D’Oyly, a friend of Sir Hugh 
Allen, and a member of the Bach Choir, kindly adds an hour on 
Mondays and Thursdays, while the Hon. ‘Treasurer is there from 
{1—1 and 2-3 on Wednesdays. ‘The room is thus available 
(and will past as well as present members of the College 
please note this ?) Mondays and Thursdays 11!—1, 2-5; 
Tuesdays and Fridays 11—1, 3—5; Wednesdays 1{—1, 2—5; 
Saturdays 11—1. We should warmly welcome more past members 
among the readers. 

IINANCE. 

The Parry Room Fund, including donations and subscriptions, and 
interest from investments, now amounts to 41,137 4s. {d., and further 
instalments amounting to 417 12s. Od. are still to come. 

The financial year is from January {st to December 31st. 

After paying all expenses of moving the organ, making good the 
end wall, preliminary postage, preliminary furnishing, installation of the 
telephone, etc., the sum of 4700 was invested in Great Western 
Consolidated 5 per cent. stock, bringing in about £41. ‘The Hon, 
‘Treasurer has succeeded in recovering the Income ‘Vax (46 5s. 5d.) on 
the first half-year’s dividend, and will of course be able to do this in all 
subsequent years. It was decided at a General Committee Meeting 
held in September, 1921, that five-sevenths of the interest accruing from 
the investment should be allocated to a Maintenance [und, and the 


remaining two-sevenths to the Running Expenses Fund. ‘To the latter 





Fund are also allotted the annual subscriptions (45 15s. Od.) and any 
further donations and instalments of donations that may be paid in. 
The surplus remaining after the £700 had been invested (about 
£35), was used as a nucleus for this very hard-worked and very useful 
Fund, which provides for every/hing outside the Maintenance Fund : 
necessary furniture, new books, binding and repairing books and music, 
postage and stationery, printing, cleaning materials and cleaning, and all 
small expenses of every sort. At present, as will be seen by the State- 
ment which appears below, it has a small balance, after having paid for 
all the new books mentioned above as having been bought, for the new 
Globe Wernicke Bookcase (413 15s. Od.) and for extra chairs (47). 
With strict economy it can manage for the present, unless any unforeseen 


large expenditure should be necessary, but any small gift to this Fund 


will always be most welcome.
